method of reproduction, classified in class 369, subclass 44.41 . 

4. Pursuant to 35 USC 121, required the Applicants to elect one of the foregoing inventions for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted. 
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6. Indicated that in the event that the Group II invention is elected a reply to the present 

restriction requirement must include also include a restriction to one of the species specified 
in the currently outstanding Official Action and a listing of all claims that are readable 
thereon.
